An Act respecting Aliens and Naturslize- 
tion in the Provinces of British Columbia 
and Manitoba, 

Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate and House of 
Commons of Canada, enact as follows: 

1. The Acts of ths Parilaments of Canada 
hereinsfier mentioned that is to say, the Act 
passed in the thirty-first year of Her Majesty's 
reign, and intituled. An Act respecting 
Aliens and Natul zation,”’ and the Act passed 
in the thirty-fourth years of Her Mujesty’s 
reign, and intituied. ‘Aa Act to amend the 
Act 3lst Victoria, Chapt-r 66, respecting 
Aliens and Naturalization,’ sbal, from dnd 


after the passing of this Act be and are here- | 


by extended and shall apply to and be in 
force in the Province of British Columbia, 
subject to the provisions hereinafter made, 
and shall thereafter be read and construed as 


if the Province of British Columbia were 


therein expressly mentioned or referrei to 
whenever the other Provinces then forming 
the Dominion of Canada, or Canada generally 
are or is therein meatioved or referred ty. 

2. In applying the provisions of the said 
Acts to the Province of British Columbia, 
whenever the Court of Quarter or General 
Sessions of the Peace, the Recorder’s Court, 
or the Cireait Court, is mentioned therein, 
the Court of like name. or jurisdiction in 
British Columbia shall be uoderstood to be 
substituted, and whenever the Supreme 
Court of British Columbia shall be under- 
stood to be sabstituted; and the Clerk or 
Chiet Officer of the sabstituted Court shall 
be understood to be intended whenever the 
Clerk of the Court for which it is sabstituted 
is mentioned. 

3. The Act or Law now in forcein the 
Province of British Co.umbia iatitled ‘An 
Ordinance to assimilate the law regarding 
Aliens in all parts of the colony of British 
Columbia,” shall remain in force until the 
first day of July, which will be in the year 
of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and 
seveuty-four, and every person naturalized 
under its provisions before the said day, 
whetber before or after’ the passing of this 
Act shall be or become entitled, within any 
part of Canada, to the privileges of British 
virth conferred on persous naturalized under 
the Acts mentioned ia the preceding sections 
ot this Act; but, except as to such persons 
and the rights and privileges then acquired 
by them, which \sball remaia io force, the 
said Act or law shall, upon and after the said 
day be repealed, with the exception of the 
tenth and eleventh sections thereof, 

4. Io applying the Acts mentioned in the 
first section of this Act, to the Province of 
Manitoba, to which they bave been extended 
by an Act of the Parliament of Canada, the 
ssid Province shall be understood to be in- 
cluded, whenever the other Provinces then 
forming the Dominion of Canada, or Canada 
generally, are or is mentioned, aod, -when- 
ever the Supreme Court, or the Court of 
Quarter or General Seesions of the Peace or 
the Recorder’s Court, or the Circait Court is 
mentioned, the Court of Queen’s Bench of 
the ssid Province of Manitoba, and the Court 
of Quarter or General Sessions of the Peace, 
or the Court of like name or jurisdietion tor 
the place therein, in which the alien’ resides, 
shall be und«rstood to be substituted, and 
the Clerk’ or Chief Officer of the substituted 
Coert shall be understood to be intended 
whenever the Clerk of the Court for which it 
is substituted is mentioned.

The goods are specially adapted to the requirements 
of the: Prosincia| trade) havegiven gericm! satisfaction, 
and ata profit snccessfiully (compete with the imported 
article. 

The sales for 1872 amounted to nearly $39,000, which, 
considering the short time the enterprise had been in 
opetation, #héws the favor with which the products have 
been received. ° 

The importations of Boots and Bhoes as declared at the 
Custom House for the year 1871, was about $100,100, ro- 
preventing a selling talue, after adding dutien, etc., of 
nay $150,000. The importation for last year fell off con 
siderably, the decrease being doubtless partially occa- 
sioned by the loea) production. In addition to the de- 
mand for Boots and Shoes, as evidenced by the Customs 
House returns, the sules of Leather produced at the 
Tannery have to be taken into account, when consiler- 
ing the entire field for the opera’ions of [the undertak- 


ng. 

The Tannery operations only commenced in August 
last, and as the tanning process involves a period of 
several months, the business of thie Department is in its 
infancy—a very superior article is, however, being 
duced at low prices by an economical process, as 
there is no difficnity In obtaining an abundant eupply of 
Hides, the outturn wilhbe sufficient for the supply of 
the general demand for harness, mill belting, &c ; in 
addjtien to she poauivoments of the Boot Factory. 

The Belmon' 
enterpris of its kind established in the Province, and its 
having been so fur carried on. with success is an aseur- 
ance that. as population increases, very remunepative 
retnrns Will be reAlised. 

The value of industrial institutions to the well being of 
any country is iodispytahle, and as the hides produced 
in the Vrovince aré now being manufactured into 
leather, srbich in turn is made into Boots and Shoes, 
&c., (instead df as formerly. being exported. and the 
mannfactured articles in turn imported.) the saving to 
the country by the undertaking iv ‘sufficiently obvious.
